Aiſter Peter Fabell, otherwife called the merry 

Deuill of Edmunton ( ſoz the many excellent ieaſts 
he did) was a man of good diſtent: and a man, either foz 
his gifts externall, ozinternall; inferioz to few , Foz his 
perſon he was abſolute. Nature had neuer ſhowne the ful- 
rele of her skill, moze in any then in him Foz the other, 
J meane his great learning (including many miſteries) 
bee was as amply ble ſt as any. 

Uery pleaſant, kinde, + fr&-harted was he, to, oz with 
his familiars: very affable, and eurteons to ſtrangers, and 
very liberall, full ot Commiſeration and pittie to the 
pooꝛe and needy : both abzoad from his purſo, and at home 
from his Table. In his time verp well knowne to him, 
and ſometime (in paſtime) very familiar with him, were 
theſe men: Oltuer Smug, Sir lolm the merry Parſon, 
Bancks the Millet, and mine Yoſt of the George: in whoſe 
companies many times foz recreation, he would ſpend 
ſome houres. In Edmonton he was bozne, liued and died 
in the raigne of KingH. the 7. 


How Matſter Peter deceiued the Diuell with a

ot long after the Dcuill had bin thus deceived by the 
merry Deuill, Maiſter Peter Fabell , hee went a⸗ 
gaine to him, and finding him a fleepe , tooke the end of 
the candle(befoze ſpoken of) out of his pocket, andawaked 
_ when he had ſo done , he ſhewed him the end of the 
candre. 

Looke heere (ſayd hee) here is that thou keptſt to keepe 
me from my right thy ſoule J meane) when this is burnt, 
thy ſonle muſt burre with mine: Ale quickely burne it 
now (Jle warrant thee.)

Manp peares after when Maiſter Peter Fabell by his 
White haires, weakeneſſe, aches, and ſach like ſiz nes per- 
teiued he could not line long : he went and digd his death- 
bed in the Church wal, and there reſted day 4 nicht hartvly 
paving x repenting him of all the euill he had commn:itted. 


When the hawer was well nigh come, that Could ſe⸗ 


perate his ſoule and body, the Deuill went to him againe 
and blam d him fo2 negleaing his buſineTe by pꝛomiſe, and 
withal tould him he was come foz his ſonle. When Maiſtcr 
Peter heard that wozd , bee pzeſentlytarted vp and char- 
ged him to depart, my ſonle(ſayd he) thou come ſt tooſone, 
and pet to late to haue it: he that redeemed my ſouls hath 
took't to keepe, thoucanſt not haue it.

pꝛaires ( zealous Inuscatians he fo; him to run roaring 
to hel agains without it. 
How Maiſter Peter Fabell, puniſhed a Fryer and his 
Lemon for their krauery. 
M Aiſter Peter Fabell one moaning very early, walking 
the fields (as his tuſtome was, to meditate by him⸗ 
ſelfe) ſpied a Fryer at pzayers vpon his beads, very devot- 
ly, when Maiſter Peter ſaw him ſo earnt ſt in his pzaiers he 
went to him, g demanded of him what his reaſon was, that 
his chamber would not ſerue, foz tis pzayers as well as 
that place. Oh! ſir (ſaidthe Fryer ) all places are alike to 
me fo2 this buſineſe, + all times,foz I pay when the pꝛicke 
of conſcience commes vpon me. in what place, 02 at what 
time ſoeuer . J commend the much (quoth Maiſter Peter) 
thou art an honeft fellow, and ſo fo; that time they parted. 
{The nert mozning Maiſter Peter went againe: again 
found this Fryer in the place where he left him, p mozning 
befoze ſo deaoutly pꝛaping, but not at that holy excerciſe, Þ 
ſpirit dio not maue him, vnleſſe the eutl (picit moned him, 
fo; inftead of his booke and beads, he had got a wench,and 
ſat colling her ſo cloſe, and kiſſing her ſo thicke, kiſſe vpon 
kiffe , 5 the could harvly fetch her wind foz him. A good 
while food . Peter behind a hollow trie vnfcene, ſeting 
them ticke and toy together, at laſt to fright them from 
their venery,he went into the trie and with a beaux hollow 
voice, cried cut to the Fryer in this manner: Frie x, Frier, 
Frier, tbe Frier hearing a voice,p:eſently ſtarted vp, nd 
loked round a bout him to ſ& it he contd finde the 
of that tongue 5ᷣ called him: but in vaine he ſtod foz 
he ſted farre enough from his eye, ithoagh he were cloſe to 
hiseare. When the Fryer had ſtood a good while looking 
about him, ft n þ one ve, then on the other, and could 
ſpy no body, like a kindletcherous baly-pate, very hand» 
ſomely, 02 rather very knaniſhly, he went to his wench a- 
gaine. Pe was noſ@nerlayed downe, but Maiſter Peter þ 
ſecond time,cried out(to 1 him) Fryer, fryer, Fryer.

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At this ſecond call the Fryer halle affcighted, ſtarted vp a- 
gaine, and lookt about him (a tip tos) to ſee if he could 
finde a body to that voice: but hee found none. 

Now out Lady defend vs (quoth the Frier to his weych) 
what voice is this that calls on me ſo off? Didſt not thou 
heare it? yes faithſweting(quoth the) J heard ſome body 
call to thee: canſt thou not ſee him: 

No faith chicke(quotk the Fryer) Jcanſfee ro man:and 
pet ſarely this voice , is the voice of a man. But it is no 
matter, let it be what it will, if we cannot ſee it ſure we 
cannot feele it. Come chucke let's buſſe and be merry, be of 
good comfo2zt and crote thy ſelfe, and J warrant thee ſafe 
fo: a fatthing, downe lay ould bald pate agame: bat befoze 
he could giue her the kiſſes, the voice raiſed hin the third 


time, crying as befoze, Fryer , Frvet, Fryer. Then 


the Fryers late beganne fo bew2ay his feare : he had ro 
moze colour in his face, at that time, (though at all other 
times he had coloure enough then one of theſe fine whay 
fac'd oate-meale eaters, oz a wench troubled with the 
greene fickereſſe. 

Fryer, fcier,frier, (ſatd Maiſter Peter) (fill keeping him- 
ſelfe cloſe in the hollow tet) deer that ſees thaenow, vnſeene 
of thx, ſees at all times, in all places, and all theſe thy 
actions. 

Heere yeſterday J ſaw thee at thy pꝛapers verie denot- 
lp, with thy booke and beades is this the booke thou bꝛin- 
geft ropzay on now 2 doth the pꝛicke of conſcience mooue 
thee ta doe this? ſpeake thou blacke inner. There thou 
haſt red thy damnation without pzeſent repentance, and 
pennance. Therefoze pzeſently , both of pou , if you re- 
ſpect moꝛe the gvod of your ſoules, then of pour bodyes, by 
the pennance I ſhall appoynt you, purge your ſelues when 
the Fryer and tis wench heard theſe wo2dez , they were 
verilie perſwaded in their mindes that it was the voice of 
an Angell they both kneeled downe, very teuerently toge- 
ther, and ſayd , thy will be done; appoynt our pennance.

Then Maifter Peter pzeſently ſtept out of the hollow tre, 
and went (very cunringly ) reurd about en the backeſide 
of a hedge, and came direaly vpon them, as it he had mer t 
to paſſe by tdem. 

As ſoore as euer they ſalo him, they very humbly on 
their knees tould him, that in that place they hvd offended, 
and ſoz that offerte, they were by the voice of an Angell, 
commanded to take pzeſert pennance, 02 their ſoules could 
not he ſaued. | 

And what ( ſaide Maiſter Peter) is the pennante com- 
maunded?

To be ſho:t, Maiſter Peter tied the right hand ot the fri- 
er, and the left hand of his wenchtogether, ard hauing fo 
done with a ſour d\marting rod of willow) Jerkt them to

os third ſtripe, of the hauiouſneſſe of their fault . When 
he had thas ſoundly wt the lecherous bald pate and his 
Leman, with moſt pittifutl loud backs, he left the n, 
and loofing their hands, he gaue the Fryer this caueat.

Then Smug demaundea of the reſt ( befoze named) whe- 

ther they did ſs it 02 no, they all anſwered J, asking how 

they could chuſe but ſee it, why looke pou quoth dmug) al 

theſe ſee it, and yet you cannot ſee it, they ſay they cans 

= chaſe but ſee , and yet youſay it is impoſſible fo2 you to 
ee it. 

Come Maiſter Peter, you know what pou haue loſi? and 
there had been a kKingdome laide an it, when Maiſter peter 
ſaw how pꝛettily Smug had ouer reached him, he (ſmiling) 
ſentfo2 his loſſes, and in paſtime madeSmug take, his well 
won liqus;,ſo ſoundlythat he lay by the walls fo2 Þ» night. 


Ow Smug when He was mad drunke, would needs 
go to fight with the ſhadowe of a ſ worde 
and Buckeler. 


Mug one day being angred amongſt a co':mpany ok true 
d2unkards (like himſelfe) came chafing out of the Ale⸗ 
Houſe, like a mad man (as yon know. Damkards and mad 
men are not much vnlike) vewing to be reuenged, oz hee 
would neuer d2zinke dꝛaught of good dzinke againe, as long 
as he had a day to line, and ſochafing , rgled home ward, 
as faſt as his leggs would giue him leaue. 

This reling infirmity , thzew pooze Smug from poſts 
to poſte and from wall to wall, heere he knockt his face a⸗ 
gainſt one ſfocke, there againſt another, till halſe the wilde 
blood in his body, was runne out at his noſe. 

Still on he ſtaggered , till he tame to a ſeate (neare his 
home) vnder a ſigne of the Swoꝛd and buckler: where hes 
ſafe a while to reſt him, and as he ſate like an honeſt man, 
careful! to keepe both ends together, caſt vp (as neate as 
he could without either pen oz counters) what he hav recei- 
ned in the day befoze. 

But all his caſting could not caſt the remembzance — 
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bis quarrell out of his min*e: foz ſtil he ſate railing againſt 
his pot compantons moſt greiuouſlp, calling them Scoun - 
dels, Dcaves, Slaues, Knaues, and perpetually damby 
dzunken Ronnes. 

As he ſate thus fretting and chafing , bowing fo be re- 
nenged. hee ſpped as he thought the inſtruments of re⸗ 
nenge lying bekoꝛe him: FNozit was a faire Boone-ſhine 
night. andthe (hid>ew of the ſtare he ſate vnder, ſeme to 
hin to be no leſſe then that it came off, the very [wozde 
and buckler that hung oucr his head, vnſcere oz vrthongbt 
off.

us a Cat: pꝛeſently ſtooping to take vp his ſuppoſed ſwoꝛd 
and buckler , hee ſell flat on the greund ( fo2 his head was 
ſo heaup, that when hee had put it downwards, he could 
not raiſe it vp againe fo2 his life . ) There lay hee ſpꝛau⸗ 
ling and groping about, to get his Sword and Buckler ins 
to his hands, ſo long, that hee fell faſt a leepe, and was 
ned not till moꝛning he was fetched home by a couple okhis 
haneſt netghbours. 


Hoy Smug laid a wager with certaine Shooma- 
bers, that he was a ſhooe- maker, proo- 
ued it, and wone the wager. 


D:ce oꝛ fonre honeſt god fellowes of the gentle craft, 
tcauclling together with Sir H V G H ES bones at 
their backs to get mo2ke,paſſing thꝛough EDMONTON, 
went to an Ale-honſe(p very next doe to Oliuer Smugs) 
to d2inke, where when they had ütten a quarter of an 
houre, oz there a bonts , dzinking healthes (very kindly 


and curteoufly ) one to another, and fo all good 2

Ah fir (quoth one of them) are yon one of the gentle 
craft? faith (qv. Sinug ) J am as ] tell you, an honeſt god 
fellow . and a ſhoomaker, and foz the lore J beare to all 
kinde ſhoomakers , I haue made thus bould to come and 
dꝛinke with you. 

They all(very curteouſly)welcomedhim into their coms 
pany, and made him ſit downe amongſt them. 

Then they had ſitten a p;etty while together dzivliing 
and ſinging very merrilp, one being a mad wag amongſt 
them (aboue all the reſt ) ſuſpcating Smug to bee (as hee 
was indeede) a Smith. looked very earneſtly vpon him, 
and about tim, to finde ſomething about him that might 
truely tell him whether hee was as he ſapde he was, yea 
02 no. 

At laſt prying very narrowly, he ſpied his hammer harg⸗ 
ing vnderneath his appꝛon, in a great round bꝛaſſe ting. 

Then hal fe angrie with Smug , becanſe hee toulde 
him hee was a Shooe-maker and was not, hee begann 
to ieaſt flout and ſcoffe at him, ſhewing to the reſt of 
his fellowes and companions, the hammer that hung vndec 
his apzon.

—1 of vou all, agreed ( quoth one ) what ſhall the wager 
e: 


thy pfaith (quoth mug) J thirke yon doe inter d to 
trauell no farther then this Towne to night, and you ſay 
the woꝛd the Mager ſhall bee a ſhot of fins ſhillings to bee 
ſpent in ſheare dzinke: what ſay you ſirv are you conten⸗ 
ted with it? If you be ffrike handes and a match. 

A match (ſapd they) {know ( ſayd one oft em) yer 
are a Zowneſman , and therefoze we ſhall not need to goe 
farre fo2 a touch-ſfone to try pou. 

13zcſently came a Scruing man into the Ale⸗houſe fo 
SMVG, and deſired him fo2 Gods ſake to giue ouer his 
d:tnking and to goe to woꝛke, foꝛ his Maiſters Hoꝛſe ſtaid 
foz ſhoces : Mhat doe you now thinke my Paiſters 
(quoth Smug ) you ſee J am now ſent foz , and m iſt goe 
p:eſently to put on a paire of ſhooes , will you pee ld you 
haue loſt? why looke yon heere then my mad bullies, here's 
a ſhooe ( pulling a hozſe ſhooe out of his pocket of mine 


owue making, what ſay you now? am Ja Shoomaker 


yea oʒ noe A Shoee-maker gquoth one of them) heere 
is a ſhooe indeede , but it is a Boꝛſe ſhoge , nay (quoth 
Sinug ) ile p2ooue it to be a Shooe and no Yo!ſe ſhooe, 
fo! I madeitfo2 Moſſe his Bareof ENFIELD, but 
be it Patres Shooe 02 Yozſe ſhode, a ſhooe it is, and 
I the maker, Ergo, J ama Shoo-maker becauſe J made 
it. 


Therekoꝛe come, deliuer your purffes of a flue ſhillings 
peece, oꝛ ſo many (mall peeces as a mounts to ſo much, 
and let vs ſtand cloſe to our liquoz, fo2 J thinke long till 
I ſee it. 

The ſhaomakers fo; all this 1 not pteld they had — 
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would needs have bim into the Tobone fo2 fu:ther triall:

For hee, his gettings cannot wiſely keepe, 
Shall wake withe care, when ſauers ſoundly ſleepe- 
= which Smug merrtly and very readily , made this an⸗

Mug on a time, as he was ſcalirg tcniſcn, Fearing tte 

kco&per in the Patke, ect vp into a tre, fokcere cut cf 
ſight till hee were paſt by him, which hee tid : Scapirg 
the Kcepers eye, andſo cenlequently tis band terp har» + 
ſomelp . Bit ſitting there a little while, p:ring ardxe- 
ping betweere fl e branches (uke ar O wle in an Juy tuſh 
to ſee if the toaſl were cleare , teſpicd the Pelker Nun 
of Cheſtone, with thꝛte 02 feure young enes, ( attired in 
White lorg robbes, with railes and tippets, as they vſed 
fo weare ) comwirg towards him with a little bell tur g 
beſoze them, ſp2inkling holy water, end pzayirg ven 
their beades very Tcnontly : withall the cirtum ſlances cc 
that ceremony they vſed when they receiucd aliſter info 
that holy oꝛder. 

The very ſight of theſe holy creafnres , made ©mug 
quiuer, quake, and ſhake like the leaves of the tree hee 
ſate vpon, foz he thought octily they had beene Spirits Fu- 
ries , Ficnds 02 Hobgoblins , that had come thether a pur⸗ 
p:ſe to carry him away fo: ſtealing of Ne iſen, but the p 
(pooze ſoules) ment no moꝛe harme tohim,thenhetottem, 
but paſt by, not caſting ſo much as a locke vpen him. 

hen they were paſt him „ his heart / that till then 
was as heaute as a peo2e pittifully paind ſpitfle-mans) 
was as light as a Mcrris dauncers: And rery lightly (fre m 
knet to krot, cot he from the toppe ofthe tree, ti u kirg 
to haue runne fo his fellowes that ſtayed foz him: but by 
that time he was gotten from the bowes to the rocte , the 
Nuns was turned backe againe vpon him. 

When hee ſawn t! ere was no way to get from them, 
ſuddainely hee Cept right befoze them, and { vppen his 
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knees with a ſtreatcht th2oate (like an ould baſvling 
b:z0ome-inan) deſired them foz Gods ſake not to hit him 
and he would neuer walke ſo late a Deare-ſfealing againe 
while hee liued, and till he yawled, and bawled (with ts 
hands claſpt together in very pittifull manne:) as though 
hee would haue rent his winde-pipe.

Why tlas good fir John ( quoth the Piller, what 
ſhould JF tell ren, J knowneither what to dee no2 ſay 
fo2 my ſelfe, what ſapeſt theu Smvg? thon ſeeſt we are 
all in danger: AI p2eethe good Oliucr, as thou lereft a 
gccd fellow , ar d ccod ſellcu ſhipe, as then lene that, 
thou krowef wee ail loue geod liquoz, give vs ſeme good 
counſell , and ced SmvgLebzeeſe, ſoz thou ſt eſt cur de⸗ 
ſtruction is at hand. 

Why alas my Moiſters ( ſapde smug) wht wenld 
ren he ue meſapo2 ee? By Vulcan J pzeteſt, J knowe 
not what toſayetoycu : J wculdJ were at my Fozge, 
pou good Sir lohn, a ficexe in the Lell-frye , and Bancks 
in his Mill, oz J would we were all there, that wee might 
bee as ſafe as a theeſe in the Mill. 

As they ſtood there pꝛating and falking the ens fo the os 
trer,thep ſaw the Keper comming dircal y towards them: 
Dh now Smug , ( quoth Dir lohn) ſticke to vs, all my 
truſt is in there. J pꝛethee geod mug ſhew thy ſelſe as 
valiant row againſt this keeper , as then didit acainff the 
Spirits , and Vobgobitags thou meeteſt tcere the laſt 
tight. 

Tf thon beeſt remembzed , thou naueff vs wozdes cf 
comfo:t then, and dideſt bid vs all be of geed cheere, and 
fcare nothing>foz thou ſaidſt thou weulr@> make the ſrea⸗ 
kirg keeper flip from thee, as faſt as thou madſt them flie, 
Now hom: {> Oliver, be as god as thy wozd, wake tiem 
mie and delend es, and Jeuen AX Sir lohn your mad⸗ 
werry Parſon, will pꝛay to God fo2 thyheo!th and wel⸗ 
fare, as lorg as J hare a dap to d2tnke in: Why centent 
you Sit lohn (fapte Smug) Ile ſee what J can doe, go 
You two and lie cloſe behind that hedge: If J harebut as 
god lucke againſt this ſcurvie Freeper, this night as J bad 
t gainſt my little long tatlb-hebgeblins the laſt night. wr ale 
not leaue the Parcke , without that ue came ſoz, They 
(as Smvg forld them) went behind the edge x left him 
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and bꝛauing wozdes , the Kceper thwackt him ſo ſoundly 
that hee made him lye ſpꝛawling on the ground, and ſo leſt 
him. 

Ahen the ch iller and the Parſon (peeping thꝛough the 
he age) ſaw the Keeper gone, and) pooze dmag lye in ſuch 
a pittitull caſe, t jep went to him, now alas pooze Img 
(favd ür lohn hoſu iſt: what cheare man? J perceiue your 
furtons loohes could not fright away the Beper, as it did 
the dyirits port tould vs of. 

Oh Sit lohn ſapd Smug) this Keeper is a Deuill, hee 
hath payed me yfaith , and vet all theſe blowes greeue we 
not ſo much Sit lol as that you and my neighbor Mil⸗ 
let did not (kay ta take part with me, fo2 you would haue 
had your ſhire in the veniſon as deepeas J, and J had 
thought he had beene wo:ſe to deale withall then Spirits, 
the Deuill ſhould haue dealt with him ere 4 would haue 
come into his clutches. 

Smug had no ſooner ſpoke this wozd , but the Keeper 
was vpon them againe, and mightily inra zed againf then 
all, gaue the Miller and the Parſon as much as hee had 
giuen SM VG, and ſent then all halting home toge⸗ 
ther.

wanton wagtailes: his ſweet andtwerties : his p:ettv 
pinckineyd pigſnies xc. as hee himſclfe vſed commonly to 
call them, 

Amongf all the kinde laſes hee vſed to keepe company 
withall, one (abone all) he beſt loned, and by that one 2⸗ 
boue all ) he was leaſt loued : foz fine Philippe the Bar 

ber 
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ber had ſo labozed in trimming his bett beloned Barbara 
(fo2 ſo ſhe was called that hee when hee came to her. 
was as welcome as water into a ſhip, bad newes to a 
foze greened perſon, 02 the ſhaddow of a man to the long- 
ing miftris, of a long kept maiden-head. 
To be ſhozt, one euening Smug went to t& his ſweet 
Barbara , but when hee was come where he thought to 
haue bene very kindly welcome, ts the houſe of his beſt 
beloned , to his great greife hee found the dozes locked, 
bard, 02 boulted againſt him: tee he lookt fo2, lokdnot 
fo him, noz any other at that time: Fo: ſhe (as any 
kinde whoze will be) was content with one at orte, and 
one the han: The Deuill had put the Barber and thee 
together, and che was very loth that any man ſhould put 
them a ſider . A good while Smug food knocking, 
but no body would Ctirre to let him in then he went to

Sunig) Jam tea- 
dy, and thzuſt his lips as fat re as he could into thoꝛougi 
tee hꝛoken pane : Againft Sm1gs lips, the Barber ins 
ſtead of his lips turned his A N. his lips J would haue 
ſaid: Smug ſmackt, and fmackt that ſwertly fine oꝛ ſir 
ti nes together, ere he could tell what he kiſt. At laſt her 
perceived he was plaid the knaue withall and by whom: 
pet in pollicy very patiently put it vp , and with theſe 
wo2ds tooke his leaue. Farewell wert Barbara, fo2 
the kindneſle thou haſt ſhowne me at this time, foz all 
thy fozmer kindneſſe , andtheſe {wet kiſſes, J reſt by 
thee to be commanded, whenſceuer, whereſoener, and 
in whatſoener thou pleaſeſt, and ſo ſweet Barbara fog a 
while God be with thee. 

To bed went the Barber againe, gSmvg,as faſt as 
he could foot it home-wards: as late as he was when he 
came home he found all his folkes hard at wozke, ard a 
heate in the fire ready to be ſtriken out.

bene at his taile. Now (qd. mug) my neate trimmer, I 
haue trimd you about the hips, as wel as vou haue trimd 
me about the lips: as you like this, play the knauc with 
meanother time, and ſo farewell good plaſter-maker, 
bie the home, x clap a plaiſter to it quickly, 02 thou't ſcœle 
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me when thou doſt not ſee me . When Smug had thus 
teueng d himſelfe vpon his riuall, he left him crywg and 
fretting, and went laughing home againe roundlp. 
How Smug Foxt the fello:v that went to cornute 
him in the Fox chamber. 
= Vo b:others (voung gallants in Edmonton) who 
had often made them ſelues mecry with Smugs 
co'mpany , had an equall deſire to coꝛnute, oz in plaino 
termes, to cuckold honeſt Smug , tene on that night bis 
wedding dap, not ſo much dꝛawne to it by her beauty 
(fo2 ſhe was but a homely Smug laſe) oz any part oz 
qualityin her, as a dcſire they had to do iin that wzoag, 
and eſpecially vppon that night: pziuie trite was be⸗ 
twene them, plotting and contriuing the one to deceire 
and pꝛeuent the other. Upon the wedding day, as opoꝛ⸗ 
tunity ſerned, the clder bzother got the b2ide into a coꝛ⸗ 
ner, where he ſpent many perſwaſine woꝛds to win her 
to accozd to his as he called it) louing requeſt : many of 
pooze Smugs faults and imperfections he lapd open, and 
withall his purſe, with very large p2offers to dʒawe her 
on the moꝛe eaſily: but all could not doe.

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when he had thus receined his anſwer , ard was 


gore, his ponger bother pꝛiuily ſet vpo her tothe ſame 
purpoſe, and with the anſwer he had was ſent away ve- 
ry pleaſant, but tis expected pleaſure was his paine in þ 
end. Foz ſhc as ſone as ever they had left her, acquain⸗ 
ted her grom oz her B2ide-groome with their purpoſe x 
tould bimth:t ten a clocke was the houre, and the Fore 
chamber the place appointed, wiſhing him fo2 that night 
to lie there alone in her ſtcad,ready to receive the,o2 any 
of them. Aben Smug vnderſtood bv tis wife (thouh he 
was almoſt paſt vnderſtanding) the knanecte that was 
pꝛadiſed againſt him, alter two oz the ſmacking buſſes 
t thankes fo2 her kindreſre in telling it he began to talk 
to himſelfe in this manner: A ha, mp little mad Jingle⸗ 
ſpurs would you be nibling? would pon yfaith Lads? ile 
haue a bate ſhall bate your bouldnes alittle. ile fore you 
vfaith,come to the fore chamber as ſone as p u will. 

To be ſhoꝛt, alittle befo2e the time appointed, Smug 
got him to bed in the Fore-chamber agaiaſt they oꝛ one 
of them Could come: about the houre appointed, both the 

zothers met in the dauncing roome, oꝛ Hall, fo: they 
mult paſſe though that tothe For p2epared to perfo:mec 
their pzomiſes : but this vnhappy meeting had almoſt 
mar d all fo2 neither of the durſt enter in the other ſight. 

By and by, befoꝛe a minute ofthe pzefired time was 
paſt , the younger flipt in whilſt the elder food talking 
amongſt the dauncers, and to bed he went. Yee was no 
ſooner got into his Boſteſſe (as he thought) but Smug 
ſtept out, and with an old dzy boot he had laide ready 
koꝛ that purpoſe) ſo be labonred this yong Putton:mon- 
ger in bis ſhirt, that he had bene as nod haue had a ſound 
whipping as that baſking.

Why J pzeette good Smug (quoth the younger be 
conterted, if J haue made thee a fault, J will make ther 
amends: Nay alas qd, Smug) tis ro fault, J rather 
account my ſelſe, ( fo2 the kindeneſſe you wenld have 
ſhewen to me) in your debte, but Jle payren cre you 
and J part, and about him he lax d againe: Chen Smug 
made him flip on his cloathes, « beate him out at ces. 
When the elder B2zother (who all the while he was as 
he thought) in the Fore chamber with Smugs wife, ſaw 
bow te was guld by hcr. and baſt ed by tim, hee ſmilde to 
bimſelfe , to thinke how well he was rewarded foz his 
fozwradneſſe, and howcleanely he himſelfe had eſcaped 
that ſcouring, 

Why how row Bꝛot her (ſaid hee) whats the waffer z 
bath your Bed-fellow beate you? is ſhee ſuch a Deuill: 
how chance yon pleaſcd her no better? pleaſe her (qroth 
he) the Deuill pleaſe her 4 him to, they haue pleaſed mer 
a plague on them, but it would hare pleaſed me better 
B2other,if pou (as if was your deſire this tuening) had 
had my place. 

Why Bother yon may ſ: (quoth the elder) what it 
is to beſo fozward in ſcekirg to Teceire peur elders. 

Well, come B2other, lets goe home and fteepe ho⸗ 
neſtly, foz we ſ& whats got by fempting henefty, be has 
taught the,and thou haſt taught mee to take heete how 
we enter into any ſuch action againe. Then home they 
gied them hand in hand, ane ſmiling ard ieſtirg, and the

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How Smug being drunke,loſt his fellowes in the Parke, 
and how when they got rogether by whooping & 
hollowing, he tooke them for theeues, & would by 
no meanes know them till he was ſonndly thawackt 
by them and made to know his friends Nom his foes, 

Rother time, Smug was fetch d out of » Ale-honſe 

by Gr Iohn, the Miller, g mine hoſt of the Geozge, 
in ſuch a caſe as it had bene fitter he ſhould haue gone ts 
bed to leepe, then to the Barke a Deere⸗ſtealing, but 
dzunke as he was they would haue him along with the, 
fo: without him they were no body, he mult needs goe, 
though he could hirdly and alone. 

Well, toß Parke they got him with what great a- 
doe, conſider of the caſc he was in e imagine: when they 
were oatred into the Parke, and were ready to enter vp⸗ 
pon their baſtneTe,they ſorued themſelues enery one to 
bis appopnted ſcanding, with their weapons fe: that 
purpoſe, as Croſſe-bowes, Long-bowes and ſtaues. 

Sm1g he was ſet(becauſe he was not in caſe to take a 
teddy aim) fo watch that the Keeper came not bppon 
them befo2e thep were aware, but while they were cloſe 
at their buſines, their centinellſhoneſt Smig) fozgetting 
both where he wis, & alſo what charge he had taken in 
hand, went reling downe 5 Parke,cleane cut of ſi aht x 
heariax.

Zen they ſell fo 
whoping a hollow ing, as loud as they teuld, that Smug 
might heare t anſwer the: a god while they went who# 
ping | hollowing,but © mugs eare was to fer off fo; their 
voices to reach tl ep could by ro meares heare þ ar(we- 
ring hollow: the bablirg Eccho anſtrered every whoxe 
they wade, but Smug not ore. Ss long they walked who- 
ping # hollowing vp e de wu, that the diſconerer of ert ty 
bad ad ion, d moi ing was trady to diſceuer theirs, pet 
Smugs hollow could not be heard. At laſt u hen they bad 
giuen over hollowing: nd were going witheut bim, they 
beard him whop, huſh( ad. ſir 10hn)J thirke I beate his 
voice, from whencecomes it? maſſes J heare it to (qd. 
mine Boſt ) but from whence J know not. Why thi(qv». 


the Piller) we were beſt by cur holl/owirg tokepe him 


hollowinggKili,and ſs wer ſhall come to him Yle warrart 
you:Lhey did as the Miller counſelled them, ard within 
leſſe then a quarter of an honre had ſight ef him. 

When they were come neare together, ür John (out 
of the love & god will he bareto Smug, ſlept fozward be- 
fore bis fellowes , and with an cutſtretched arme and 
ſmiling countenance would haue imb2aced him, 

But Smug in his dꝛunken humo2(not knowing bim fa 
be fir lohn)noz y Miller s mire Poſt that followed him, 
to be his old honeſt familiar copeſ-mates,toke him ſuch 
a knocke oꝛe the pate, that he made P. Parſon ſtagger 
like himſelſe, theugh their tauſes were much vnlike. why 
how now Smug (qv.the fiery facd Yoſt) wilt thou fight 
w thy friends? friends /qd. dmug Fot vou rogues doe 
you come to rob we: hep out,kepe out J aduiſe you, and 
you meane to go home againe to ſæ your wife 4 childzen 
(it you haue avy | kepe out, by Pharaoh you all die elſe. 

Why I pzcthee Smug (qv. the Miller) put vowre thy 
weapon, we are all thy friends, J pzethe Smug (ad. mine 
Yoſt put thy Caffe on thr ſhonlder,and lets go home to⸗ 
gether, doſt thou net know me: teme give me thy — 
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That J will (quoth Smug) there, and knockt him oꝛe 
the pate with his ſtaffe: there's a hand fo2 thee, and fil! 
ſto» friking at them, laping about him like a mad man. 

Ahen they ſaw he would by no faire infreaty come to 
the knowledge of them, they all laped at him, and well 
an? ſo indly biſted his fives : and by that time they hay 
thwackt him ſoundly indeed, his wits were come to him. 

Then he knew his friends from his foes, and deſired 
them very k'ndly,(enery man by his name)to hold their 
hands, and very oꝛderly 4 well, helped -_ fellow thenes 
ts beate home their booty. 


How Smug was decciued of his red cap by his wife,

Mongſt dtuers Articles that were agreed vpon be⸗ 
twirt Smug and his wife, to be keptbnutolated on 
either part, this was one. 

That day that Smug had his red cap on, which cap he 
cald his cap of maintenance) he was like a Lo2d of miſ- 
rale, to haue rale and dominton ouer his wife, both at 
home, t abꝛoad, that nay he had to ſpend at his own pleas 
ſure: to card, dice, dꝛinke, dꝛab, dom ineere, and do all that 
it pleaſed him to doe, without any inturruption, oz cons 
tradidion. But without that cap, he might doe nothing, 
but what ſtood with her good will and liking. 

Ik any time he were gaming, dzinking, domincring 
xc. without this cap of anthozity , if his wife came into 
the place where he was, and dis but hold vp her finger, 
he was pꝛeſently to giue over his company,obey and fols 
low her home to his buſinele. 

Dae manning betimes, Smug was cald fr5 his wozke 
by a company? of true toſpots like himſelfe to go a fore 
catching, fozth he went 1 his red cap vpon mp 
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\waggering, e ſwearing amongſt his moſt abhominale 
boone companions, like the captaine of a gaily Foil. 

Fitſt they taſted liquoz in one houſe, then in an o- 
ther, then an ot er, and ſa from hou'e to horſe , till 
they had not left an Ale-houſe in all Edmonton vataſ- 
ted. 

At lat whe their bꝛaines began to be dizzv, with run⸗ 
ning ſo long in this maze of gm? fellowſhip,(as one evill 
leades to another (they went all as wiſe as Woodcocks 
to a houſe of iniquity, and there they dꝛanke ard ſwag⸗ 
geredhelter gkelter ; and to make then le ape moze the 
luſtilp, they ſent foz a noyſt of minſtrels, and after that 
pittifull noiſe, the treble and the Bag⸗ pipe, they dannſt 
all out of meiſure.

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A good while ſhe ood muſing with her ſelfe , what 
che were beſt to doe to get him along with her, in vaine 
ſh⸗ Tadied not, foz her ſtudy begat a tricke that cffened 
her will, and that was this. 

Shce tooke her man Ralphs gray cap from bis head. 
very hanſo nely when ſhe ſaw her husband was buſie in 
talke (and had loſt the ſence of feeling) the tooke his red 
cap off, and put the gray cap on in the toad of it. 

When ſhe had ſo done,ſhe plac'd her ſelfe right befo;e 
him againe,and,held vp hor finzec (fo2 as is befo2e ſaid) 
at the holding vp of her finger, he was to fulfill her plea⸗ 
ſure, his red cap being from him. 

When Smug ſaw her finger vp againe(little thinking 
of her ſnbtilitie) he was very angry, and out of his anget 
ſaid thus bnto her.

Why vou are deceiued (qd. her pour red cap is nc 
beere and therefoze you muſt and ſhall along with mee. 
look here, is this your red cap (ſayd ſhe)and toke it fr6 
dis head fo ſhewit him) J pꝛay yon looke vpon it well. 

Ehen Smug had lookd vpon it well himſelfe and had 
asked the $illers and the merry Pꝛieſts Judgment of 
the colour of his cap, e found it tobe a gray cap. he looked 
as pale as a pooze diſpaiting debto2 , at the Cight of a 
Sergeant, oz his Cut-thzoate creditoz: and pꝛeſentlie 
yeelded, made a low legg, tooke his leaue of his compas 
ny as hanſomely as he could, and reeld home with his 
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How Smug was taken by the watch, and ſet in the 
ſtockes for abuling of them , and how he kept ſucha 
coyle with whooping, and hollowing vnder a ficke woe 
mans window, that the Conſtable was faine to {ct him 
at liberty, and glad to be fo rid of him, 


Rinke and good fellowes , had kept Smeg ont ſa 

late one night, that the Match as he walked home⸗ 
wards had him in exammination, both where he had bere 
and about what bufineſſe. 

Smug balfe fuſſeld. o2(as many tearme it)ſome what 
rugged, anſwered euery demaund very crofly, where vp- 
pon the watch:aen (as men in authozity will) taking it 
fo a great pꝛeſumptiou that he ſhould anſwer them ſs 
vnhappily, grew very chollericke, and in their heate of 
anger, ſtroke him, and hean'd him, andHoned him be⸗ 
tweene them, as they would haue ſhooke him to fitters. 
But as befo2e this rigorous vſage, he coulde not well 
brooke their woꝛdes, he could now well wozſe bzooke 
their blowes, and therefo:e reſol:ted as befoze , he had 
ginen ti em one croſſe woꝛd foz another (J and perhaps 
returned them with the vantage) ſceing they were ſo 
ready to giue blowes, to giue them blow foz blow. 

Do lon: as he laid about him with his hamer, (foz Þ 
was his Morglay) that ſcarce two of halfe a oozen that 
began with him, would ſtayto make an end with him. 
By and by came the Conſtable with the bloody runra- 
waies, to beate Smug to the ſtockes (which ſtaod vnder 
the Conſtables window) w much adoe, they dzagd him 
to them. a with as much adoe got in his legg hen they 
hav thus ſet him ſaſt, they left him, euety man returnd 
to his place againe. Being thus left alone, he fell to ſin⸗ 
ging, to paſſe away time as Tl b Rocks, 8 
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as he had done in the Ale-honſe many a time 4 oft : He 
was as well furniſhed with odde peeces of bandy ballets 
and dz nken catches as a man of his pzofcflion might be: 
with ſo roundly trould out as he ſate , that the Conſta⸗ 
bles wife was fatne to ſenddown her maid, to deſite him 
to ſit quictly and hould his tongue: How, hold my tongne 
(ſaid Smug) no though maiſter Conſtable haue a tricke, 
fo fozce me to hould my leggs gill, he wants a trick tc 
make me hould my tongue ſtill. - 

But J p2ethee wench, tell me from whence o2 from 
whom comeſt thou, to bid me hould my tongue: marry 
(ſayd the maide) A dwell heere, pou fit vnder the cham⸗ 
ber window, where mg,niftcis who (ſent me) lyes ve- 
ry cke: how ſicke 2 ( quoth Sug J pecttee tell 
melaTe who is thy miſtris? matcy quoth. (he the Con - 
ffables wife, (how ſapd Sm1g the Conſtables wie: 
what his wife that ſet me heere? J, e en his wife, ad. 
the maid ) therefoze J p2cthe good fellow be quiet: 
D J will J will (ſaid Smug) go tell thy miſtris J will 
not ſing one ſong moꝛe to diſturbe her: J p;ethe do not 
good fellow (qd. the maid) and ſo went vp agaire to her 
miſtris, ſhe was ſcarce in the chamber with her miſtris, 
delivering bis aaſwer , but hee was as loud and farre 
londer then he was befa2e, though not in the ſame man⸗ 
rer, becauſe of his pꝛomiſe: foz he had turnd from baww- 
ling, like a ballet finger „ to ſhouting, whooping, and 
hollowing, like a foreſter. Such anoiſe he made as hee 
late, with hollowing and whoping , (as ifhe had bene a 
hunting) that maiſter Conſtables ſicke wife , could by 
no meanes, take a minutes reſt by him.

When maiſter Conſtable ſawe , that neither feire 
meanes no? fouſe, tould make him hould his tongue, and 
that by tile roiſe he made, bis wife grew wozſe t wozſe, 
de commanded} is beadle,(o2 ſome other vnder Officer) 
to let him out, and derſted him, very kindly, to nor 
quietly home to his dwelling.

Mug in his time had plaid wany mad pꝛarks by mz - 

ny, and one day it was his chaurce to light into the 

compary of thꝛe o2 fouze mad corſozts , that plaied the 

knane as well with him, as ener le had plaid the knar'e 
with any. 

Ta hen they had ſpent a foze-none in quaffing toge- 
ther, and fild htm with liquoꝛ: which he was very eaſily 
intreated to tave) and ſo full fildhim , that de was fo 
heany to and 02 goe they led him out of the Ale-houſe 
into the Chnreh-yo2ch : and there laid him all along on 
his backe vpon a bench. , | | 
Under his head, (inſtead ofa Cuſhion oz a Pillotwe, 
they ut a Cricket , oz alittle Joynt ſtoole , {ſuch as 
childꝛen vſe to fit on in the chimney cozner ) and under 
his ft ete, a great rough hewed free ove. 

Pet as hard as they laid him, he ſlept as ſoundly, as 


ifhe had bene laid downe vpon a bed of dowwne: ar 
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with ſuch a grace,as few ſmithes(J can tell you) can ly! 

fo: he ha3 vpon his head, his red cap, his cap of maiate- 
nance, bottaned vp beſoze, with a faire feather of a pea- 
cocks taile in it, bound avaut with a carnatis ſitke ribben 
his leather apꝛon turad roun together, and wound about 
bis middle, bis hammer hanging ( hanger like by his 
fide, and both his hands in his pockets. 

Thus lay Smug at length, like the Image of Dake 
Humphry , ouer his long agoe conſumed carkas , 0; his 
oult earth and aſhes. 

Had honeft Smug (thus lying) bene grafed abont with 
ſome pittifull Epitaph, oz a deaths head, and Memento- 
morie, an? his ſlœpe laſted as long as the ſlepe of one of 
the ſeauen lcepers, J am perſwaded he would haue had 
mo2e ſpedatoꝛs then the richeſt monument that fanvs 
either in Saint Paules-Church oz Weſtminſter.

ned him from the bench to the ground, he waked , and 
aftcr 2— , reaching , and yawirg , got vp 
vpon his kerte. 

But alas, when with much avce te was got bp, Lee 
had as much adoe to ſtand, yet out of the Church · pozeh 
ge made a ſhift toffagger, and vp ir to the tet. When 
be was there (reeling dow e war ds to his oum-houſe the 
boyes at play inthe ſt tat, ſpied him at p firſt ſight talfe 
atraid of his blacke face, ther ran apace away from him, 
pet at laſt when a great company of the were gathered 
fogether, they turned to him againe, and followev him 
cloſe, ſhont ing e crying after him,Deutill,derill,demll, 

When Smug as dzuncke as he was, beard them call 
kim Deutll, deuill, deuil, he matuatled n uch in his mind 
wherefo2e they called him ſo (fo2 alas he knew net) had 
they called dim d2unckard, It would neuer have green d 
him, fo2 that he knew to be his oꝛdinarp title. Still fol- 
lowed the boyes at his heele , crying ( as they begun) 
Deuill, deuilt, deuill, thzowing old ſhoves , bones, and 
pibble ſtones aſter him. 

So long they followed him, that they made him whole 
dzunke ) halte mad pet all he could do he could rot mend 
it : the boyes loued ! im ſo well, they would not leaue 
him till they ſaw him at tis dooze, 

Vis wife (buſte within hearing the noiſe and ſhonte 
the boyes made, looked cut, and (pyed her owe ſu ec te 
dusband in that ſweete taking pzeſently hee not him 
in a does, and ther began / very pꝛittily)to make rſe of 
her tongue to him. After many bzabling wozves bes 
tweene thew, ſhe ſhewed him a glaſle, in which heſaw 
the ſhad dow of his face in that moſt pittifull caſe. Then 
Lmug began toſweare (not like a @mith J tan tell you}

Come good ſweet heart (qd. he no v thou haſt boa 
ten the Deuill away let vs goe to bed. Aftec a quarter of

In the mozning w en he kaew his eye had made 
him ober, ſhe ſhewed him his blacke face agame in a- 
nother glaſſe, which when he ſaw, and knew well what 
he ſaw, he bluſht , but the beſt was it could not be ſcene 
till his viſacd was taken off with faire water and ſoape, 
then he confeſt hinſelfe faultie, pzomiſed amends, an? 
went very cloſe to his labour.

> ug + his mad crs'v of Ueniſan-eaters.one night be- 
ing at their buſines, were ſuddainely ſet vp6 bythetc 
ald enemy, the K ecper and two o2 th:& moꝛe, that after 
the had taken great paines ta get their pzey ,4 boundit 
vz 1anſomely, ready to beare it awap,they were foꝛſt ta 
iy x leaue it behind the fo: foare of a further milchieſe.

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Che Miller he ran one way, and nimble ic John in 


his buckram caſſock another way, and Smug another 


wap, as faſt as if they had beene traind vp to running all 
their life time. They had not time to take their leaves 
one of another, 02 appoynt a place of meeting. 

As theſe Deere-ſtealerstoke ſeuetall waies to run, 
ſo the kæpeß s his conſozts,ſeucred themſelues to purſue 
them, ore ran after the Miller, another after ſic lohn, 
two 02 thx after mag, fa2 he was the onely man they 
loked fo2, though all of them were knowne to the keeper 
well enough. The Miller he ran not far ere he was ſtaid 
with a god pat on the pate: fir !ohns followers followed 
lo cloſe, that he was dzinen to leape fo2 his liberty ouer 
a ditch: o1er he ſhould haueleapt, but indeed a ſhoꝛt leape 
laid him all along in the ditch , and fo he was ſtaid and 
taken vp with neuer a d2y thꝛed on him: Smug he ran di⸗ 
rectly home wards, followed at the hxles by the ke&per £ 
another, pet they could not ofter-take him. 

Ulhen he was got to Edmonton with running to and 
ſro,vp one lane and downe another, he got aut of þ ſight 
ol his purſuers, but it was ſo late he could no get into any 
ho ſe fo hide him, ſaue his owne, into that he durſt not 
noe, fearing they would goe thither to ſe&ke him.
